SUMMARY 

The paper contains a description of two new species of the genus Gyrodactylus from 
Perccottus glehnii from the Amur River near Khabarovsk and Leninsk. 

G. perccotti sp. n. is close to 
G. australis Gussev, 1967 in the 
shape of anchors but differs from 
it in the shape of marginal hooks. 
G. glehnii sp. nov. is most close to 
G. perccotti but differs from the lat¬ 
ter in the shape and size of mar¬ 
ginal hooks, size and some other 
details of the shape of anchor 
complex.
